BATAVIA, July 21 (AP)—Long- 
standing differences between the 
Netherlands and the Indonesian 


republic blazed into open warfare |, 


today as Dutch forces pressed op- 
erations against the republic on 
land and in the air after seizing 
Indonesian key points here in @ 
series of lightning moves last 
night. 

Acting Governor General Hu- 
bertus J. Van Mook described the 
Dutch operations as “police ac- 
tion,” but the Indonesian news 
agency Antara reported—before 
its office here was closed down— 
that Dutch planes had bombed 
and strafed republican airports 
throughout Java and that Dutch 
troops were attacking at several 
points. 

Antara quoted Gen. Soedirman, 
Indonesian Army commander in 
Jogjekarta, as saying that sharp 
fighting was under way at Sem- 
arang, north coast city 250 miles 
east of Batavia, and thaf the 
Dutch ‘were attacking not only 
along front lines “but also in the 
interior’—a statement that sug- 
gested the possible use of airborne 
troops or parachutists. 

“Although there has been no of- 
ficial declaration of war, it is, 
however, clear that the Dutch in 
reality have declared war upon 
the republic,” Soedirman was 
quoted as saying. 

Counterattacks Ordered. 

He said his side still hoped for 
@ peaceful settlement, but that he 
had ordered the Indonesian army 
to counterattack every time the 
Dutch struck at them. 

Indonesian President Soekarno 
gaid in a broadcast tonight that 
the Dutch were attacking his 


' yepublic by land, air and sea. He 


appesied to the world to force 
the United Nations Security 
Co to take up the issue. 

“We appeal to the world to re- 
alize the full significance of these 
actions the Dutch have taken,” 
Soekarno said. “I am convinced 
that justice is on our side and we 
@re prepared to put the question 
before the U.N. which was formed 
Bo secure the peace of the world.” 

Dutch Communique. 

‘A Dutch communique reported 
attacks on republican airfields in 
Java and Sumatra,. but said no 
military information of import- 
ance could be given, commenting: 

“It is still impossible to give the 
answer to what the reactions will 
be of the populations whose fate 
gre at stake.” | 

The Dutch have an army of 
mbout 120,000 men, using mostly 
United States lend-lease and sur- 
plus military equipment. The In- 
donesian army is estimated at

Changes in Laws Result 
of Blast Inquiry — In- 
spectors to Be Named 
on Merit Basis,

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 21 — 
Gov, Dwight H. Green today 
signed two bills tightening Illinois 
mine safety laws, completing 
legislative action designed to 


lessen the possibility of a recur- 
rence of such an explosion as that 
at Centralia last March 25 in 
which 111 men were killed. 

The changes resulted from a 
two-month investigation of the 
explosion conducted by a 10-man 
special committee of the Iinois 
Legislature. The State House of 
Representatives véted final legis- 
lative approval last June 27, after 
the Senate had passed the bills one 
week earlier. P 

In an effort to take state mine 
inspectors out of politics and 
give them an opportunity to de- 
vote full time to their job of 
insuring the safety of miners, 
the’ new laws provide that the 
inspectors will be appointed 
solely on a basis of merit. Cur- 
rent inspectors will keep their 
jobs, 

Inspectors will be guilty of a 
felony if they solicit political 
contributions from mine operat- 
ors. Other officers or employes 
of the State Department of Mines 
and Minerals who solicit such 
contributions or direct the in- 
spectors to do so will be equally 

ilty. 

To limit the number of men who 
could be killed if a major explo- 
sion is caused by blasting in the 
future, blasting with explosives 
while men other than company 
officers and shot firers are in a 
mine is prohibited. That provi- 
sion, the only one to meet serious 
opposition, was passed despite as- 
sertions by some mine operators 
that it would increase the cost of 
mining coal in Illinois to such an 
extent that the state’s mines would 
be unable to compete with mines 
in other parts of the United States.

When he yielded to the impor- 
tuning of leaders of his own party 
last Saturday and let other mat- 
ters be taken up before his reso- 
lution, Kem was assured there 
could be no repetition of the delay 
today because he “would be sit- 
ting on the lid.” The press gal- 
lery skeptics thought “holding the 
bag” might be a more accurate 
expression. 

Threat of All-Night Session. 

The majority whip, Senator 
Wherry of Nebraska, was on rec- 
ord-as threatening to hold the 
Senate in session all night if 
necessary to reach a vote on the 
Kem resolution, but the gallery 
skeptics had their fingers crossed 
on that one, too. They were ready 
to believe it when it happened. 

In the legislative situation as it 
exists, with the Senate driving to- 
ward adjournment Saturday night, 
the Kem resolution easily could be 
lost in the shuffle without even 
the appearance of an outright 
filibuster. 

No one could question the right 
of Democratic Senators to discuss 
at length, as they were doing this 
afternoon, cuts made by the Re- 
publican majority in the Agricul- 
ture Department's appropriation. 

And if, as some cynics specu- 
late, the Republican leadership 
hag lost its enthusiasm for the 
Kem resolution, the time may 
come when they will be able to 
say: “Well, we did our best, but 
after all the Senate has other im- 
portant matters which must be 
disposed of before adjournment.”

Schubkegel said city officials

WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP)— 
In his special economic report to 
Congress today, President Tru- 
man listed these as key factors 
in the situation at mid-year: 

JOBS—Despite full-employment 
conditions, there has been “some 
weakening of demand for labor, ’ 
especially in textiles, clothing, 
leather and electrical machinery. 
Accordingly, the President’s eco- 
nomic council is “watching soft 
spots” for any signs of spreading 
unemployment. 

PRODUCTION—Barring strikes 
and new shortages, the nation will 
just about achieve the January 
goal of a 5 per cent increase over 
the annual level reached late last 
year after the 1946 strike wave 
abated. 

INCOME—The annual rate of 
consumer income has increased 
less than 2 per cent since the end 
of 1946; while the price index has 
gone up slightly more. The con- 
sumer still is better off than be- 
fore the war, but the downward 
trend of his “real income” —in 
terms of what he can purchase— 
stirs concern. 

CREDIT—The rapid increase in 
consumer credit has slowed; the 
present increase can be continued 
safely through the year, but a 


more rapid increase would be “un- 
healthy.” | 

INVENTORIES—Stocks in the 
hands of retailers, wholesalers and 
manufacturers are at sound levels; 
“They can proWably increase to 
some extent with safety.” 

HOME BUILDING—The num- 
ber of new homes started this year 
is “far below requirements.” Con- 
struction costs can and “must” be 
lowered@ The Taft-Wagner-Ellen- 
der long-range housing bill, which 
would provide federal aid for low- 
rental projects, “should be enacted 
without delay.” 

EXPORTS — Seventy-five per 
cent of the 1947 gain in national 
production was caused by the un- 
expected boom in exports, but for- 
eign buying power is “likely soon 
to decline.” 

BUDGET—<Although the budget 
surplus on June 30 was $754,000,- 
000, the cash surplus (which in- 
cludes all funds on hand, even 
though some must be paid out 
later) ran about $5,100,000,000 and 
will “be larger during the next 12 
months.” The cash excess, plus 
debt retirement, helped “in the 
alleviation of inflationary pres- 
sures.” 

PROFITS — For the last six 
months, corporate profits show a 
return of 10 per cent on net worth.

MASSILLON, O., July 21 (UP) 
—A special investigator in Massil- 
lon Hospital’s baffling baby kill- 
ing case said today that a 6-year- 
old child patient had confessed to 
him that both infants were killed 
June 6 when he “played doctor” 
with them. 

Special investigator James Ellis 
said the boy admitted to him 
and to his parents that he had 
dropped the babies out of their 
cribs. Police Chief Stanley Switter 


said the confession “looks like the 
real thing.” 

The two infants — 9%week-old 
Rosemary Morton and 8-week old 
Diane Brand—were found dying 
in their nursery beds on Massillon 
Hospital’s fourth floor. The heads 
of both babies had been smashed 
in. 

Ellis said the boy, crying and 
afraid, told him that he dropped 
the babies when playing with 
them, then picked them up by 
their diapers and dropped them 
back into their cribs. 

The boy, strong for his 
could easily have lifted the ba- 
bies, Ellis said. 

The boy, along with several 
other child patients, had “con- 
fessed” to the deaths earlier, but 
police disbelieved most of the 
fanciful stories they told.

Rh Factor Blood Test Is Used 


Paternity Ruling 


NEW YORK, July 21 (AP)— 
Domestic relations court has used 
for the first time “Rh _ factor” 
blood tests as a basis for ruling 


in a paternity case that a man 
was not the father of his wife's 
child. 

Justice Jacob Panken disclosed 
last night thta he had accepted 
the testimony of Dr. Alexander §&. 
Wiener. a co-discoverer in 1940 of 
the Rh factor, who made the tests 
after other recognized blood com- 
parison tests proved inconclusive. 

“His testimony onthat score re- 
mains unchallenged,” the Kings 


county justice said in the ruling. 
Names of the persons in the case 
were not made public. 


The Rh factor is a substance in 
red blood cells with important 
health functions, and Dr. Wiener 
says it appears in three types. A 
child cannot have one of the three 
unless it also is present in one of 
the parents, he says. If a child 
had class one, for example, and 
the mother did not have it, the 
real father must have passed it to 
the child. Failure to find it in 
the blood of the husband in this 
case would be evidence that the 


child’s father Was another man, |,

GENEVA, July 21 (AP)—The 
United Nations Economic Commis- 
sion for Europe ended its second 
Session here Saturday after 10 
days of discussions which re-em- 
phasized the growing rift between 
East and West, but, at the same 
time, achieved some positive re- 
sults which may do much to fur- 
ther Europe's self-help in its eco- 
nomic recovery. 

The commission, comprising the 
17 European members of the 
United Nations and the United 
States, established a number of 
specialized committees to consider 
means of solving Europe’s post- 
war economic problems. 

The deep-rooted cleavage of 
opinion between East and West on 
these problems was underlined by 
several of the commission's deci- 
fi0ns, which were taken against 
solid opposition from the Soviet 
bloc delegations and despite grim 
warnings of “serious political con- 
Sequences.” 


The controversial decisions, 
which were supported hy all the 
non-Communist delegations, and 
repeatedly split the commission. 
included a resolution which left 
the door open for recommenda- 
tions by the commission’s new 
transport committee on matters 
affecting the inland waterways of 
Europe. 

The Russians, presumably think- 
ing of the Danube basin, wanted 
to preclude any possibility of “in- 
terference” by the commission in 
their sphere of influence. 

Another resolution. bitter]y con- 
tested bv the Soviet Union and 
its friends, authorized direct con- 
tact between the commission's ex- 
ecutive secretary, Karl Gunnar 
Myrdal of Sweden. and the -va- 
rious zonal occupation authorities 
in Germany in order to Help the 
establishment of the new commit- 
tees as far as their work con- 
cerned Germany. 

Communist speakers sought to 
restrict the secretary's work in 
this sphere to contact only with 
the Allied Control] Council in Ber- 
lin—where each. of the four occu- 
pation powers has a veto.

Ramadier Says France Will Try 
to Win Soviet Co-operation. 
PERPIGNAN, France, July 21 
(AP) — Premier Paul Ramadier 
said yesterday France would do 
all in its power “to keep America 
and Russia from opposing one 
another” and to “reintegrate” 
Russia in an effort to ward off 
a rupture hetween East and West. 
The Socialist leader declared at 
a party meeting here that the 
United States must not give Ger- 
many priority in reconstruction 
over the rest of Europe, asserting, 
“We, the old Europe, say to young 
America: “The victim must pass 

before the torturers.” 

Ramadier declared that France 
had received the Marshall pro- 
posal for European construction 
with “gratitude,” and that it 
could not accept as final Russia’s 
refusal to participate in the cur- 
rent European effort toward a 
joint program. 

“We do not accept that. pro- 
posal, because Russia is European, 
because she cannot but be Furo- 
pean,” the premier said. “Thus 
we intend to do all in our power 
th lead her back to the place re- 
gerved for her. Europe cannot 
consent to an amputation.” 

“Indirect wars.” Ramadier said.

The unprecedented prosperity 
of our nation must not be a 
cause for idle self-congratula- 
tion. We must remember that 
full employment at a high price 
level is being sustained at pres- 
ent by the reconversion demands 
of business and the backlog de- 
mands of consumers, by exten- 
sive use of savings and credit, 
and by an extraordinary excess 
of exports over imports. These 
are temporary props to our eco- 
nomic system. As they weaken, 
we shall need to make many 
basic readjustments to complete 
the transition to a permanently 
stable and maximum-level peace- 
time economy. 


These adjustments take time to 
accomplish in our free, enormous 
and complex economic system. 
They must be made before the 
lack of them produces sefious un- 
employment and business de- 
Adjustment through reces- 
sion or depression is tragic, costiy 
and wasteful. Moderate adjust- 
ments, made in time, can accom- 
plish more than drastic measures 
in a crisis produced by delay or 
neglect, 

Price and income adjustments 
stand foremost in need of atten- 
tion. 
Industrial and _ Agricultural 
Prices—Prices increased sharply 
in the second half of 1946, in- 
creased more slowly in the first 
quarter of 1947, and then leveled 
off in the second quarter. This 
leveling off reflected some catch- 
ing up of supply with immediate 
demand, an increase of consumer 
resistance, and the encouraging 
response of many business men to 
the Government’s price advice, 
which they recognized to be in 
their own long-range interest. 
This improvement in the price 
situation should not blind us to 
further need for price reductions 
in. some cases. In other Cases, 
there is need to hold the price 
line in the face of recent de- 
velopments which revive some 
fears of another upswing of in- 
flation. 

There are many areas where 
price reductions still are neces- 
sary to check. current or pros- 
pective declines in demand and 
to provide outlets for increased 
production, In the mumerous in- 
stances where profit margins 
permit, or where future profits 
would be better protected by 
assuring larger volume through 
lower prices, business should 
make these adjustments now. 

At the beginning of this year, 
the prospect for abundant eTops 
gave promise that the price in- 
creases in farm and food prod- 
ucts would be checked. Although 
there was a leveling off in food 
prices in the second quarter of 


this year, bad weather, extensive 
floods and unexpectedly urgent 
foreign need have caused some 
further price increase in food- 
and farm products in recent 
weeks. There are fears of a 
short corn crop, but no general 
or present scarcity of farm and 
food products as a whole. 

Although most farmers cannot 
voluntarily reduce their prices be- 
cause they do not make price de- 
cisions, we are not entirely with- 
out recourse in the farm situation. 
We may still obtain a total agri- 
cultural output as large as last 
year. But in view of the existing 
uncertainty in the farm outlook, 
it is the duty of food growers, 
processors, and the Government 
to keep the public currently in- 
formed of the real facts concern- 
ing our food supply. Unfounded 
fear of food shortages should not 
be allowed to lead to speculation, 
hoarding and unnecessary buying. 
We should all realize, too, that 
any slight inconveniences’ or 
momentary shortages that may 
develop are the consequence pri- 
marily of the high incomes and 
standard of living most of us are 
enjoying today. 

Wages and Salaries — Although 
the moderate and peaceful wage 
adjustments during the first half

ever and wherever nossible. 

In the interest of those whose 
income has remained substand- 
ard, it is imperative that legisla- 
tion be enacted to extend the 
coverage of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act, to increase the 
minimum wage level to at least 
65 cents an hour, and to enlarge 
social security benefit payments 
in view of the higher cost of 
living. 

Under the recent wage settle- 
ment in the coal mining industry, 
the wages of coal miners occupy 
a place near the top of the wage 
structure, The earnings of the 
coal miners under the new con- 
tract must be judged in the light 
of the character of their work 
and the labor needs of the in- 
dustry. There has been exagger- 
ation of the size of this adjust- 
ment compared with the adjust- 
ments previously made in many 
other industries, Every effort 
should be made to absorb the 
eost increases in the coal mining 
industry and the industries indi- 
rectly affected, through increased 
productivity and through reduc- 
tion in profit margins. 

The increases that have al- 
ready been made in coal prices 
are contributing to inflationary 
pressures. We have a right to 
expect that, as operating ad- 
justments toward maximum ef- 
ficiency are made and present 
shortages are overcome, the 
price of coal will be restored 
to a lower level, thus easing 
the cost situation for industrial, 
railway and domestic users. 
Meanwhile, pyramiding of price 
advances by coal distributors is 
wholly unjustified.

Steel companies should exer- 
cise extraordinary caution at 
this stage of our reconversion 
effort to see that increases in 
coal prices or other costs are 
offset as fully as_ possible 
through the savings of con- 
tinuous and high-level opera- 
tion. Recent favorable earnings 
should permit the absorption of 
an extraordinary cost over a 
short period in order to stabi-

In no case should the particular 
wage increases in the mining in- 
dustry be made the basis for 
wage demands in other fields 
governed by different § circum- 
stances. 

It is in the interest of steady 
expansion of the economy that, 
with the aid of collective bargain- 
ing, prices and wages be brought 
in line with general productivity 
trends. ‘ 

Housing and Other Construction 
—Although housing construction 
has been higher in 1947 than in 
1946, it lags far behind the real 
needs of our people for homes. A 
much higher volume of housing 
output will be needed to help sus- 
tain maximum employment when 
temporarily sustaining forces— 
such as the huge net export bal- 
ance, high investments in recon- 
version, and an abnormal rate of 
inventory accumulation—begin to 
decline further, 

The needed stimulus to more 
housing construction, and also 
to industrial and commercial 
construction, depends largely 
upon lower prices. Housing costs 
can and should be substantially 
lowered through the efforts of 
material suppiiers, builders and 
workers. 

Of utmost importance is im- 
mediate enactment of the com- 
prehensive housing program 
which I have previously recom- 
mended to the present Congress. 
Without such a law, housing is 
seriously handicapped. 

Public construction for the time 


being should be held to moderate 
amounts consistent with essential 
needs. 

The Foreign Aid Program—The 
indicated its 
readiness to consider further aid 
toward reconstruction in Europe 
if the foreign countries them- 
selves present a plan that makes 
such help truly effective. We 
must continue to help other coun- 
tries help themselves, until the 
reconstruction of their own econo- 
mies reaches the point where they 
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are able to pay their way by ex- 
change of goods and_ services. 
The possibility of additional for- 
eign aid programs makes it all 
the more necessary to appraise 
the impact of exports on the do- 
mestic economy during the last 
six months. A large excess of 
exports over imports occurring at 
a time of inflationary pressure has 
created some strain on the econ- 
omy. But this strain is of mod- 
erate proportions and will he of 
temporary duration. Our exports 
have not necessitated undue de- 
nial at home, where our stand- 
ards: of living are much higher 
than before the war. 

These exports for the aid of 
other countries are directed to- 
ward the winning of the peace— 
they are at the core of this na- 
tion’s foreign policy. 

The Responsibilities of Govern- 
ment -——- Economic adjustment to 
changing conditions is, in a free 
enterprise economy, accomplished 
largely through a multitude of 
voluntary decisions by business 
management, farmers and labor. 
Wise and farsighted policy by 
these groups Is necessary to as 
sure the satisfactory operation of 
our economic system. Govern- 
ment must, however, at all times 
exert its complementary §influ- 
ence. 

Legislative action on minimum 
wages, on social security and on 
housing, as already indicated, 
forms part of the immediate re- 
sponsibility of Government. 

In addition, the recent uncer- 
tainties arising in four fields — 
uncertainties as to the effect of 
the crop. situation upon _ food 
prices, the effect of the coal mine 
settlement upon industrial prices, 
the trend of housing’ costs 
and house production, and the 
whole matter of foreign economic 
policy—have a vital bearing upon 
the immediate fiscal policies of 
the Government. The _ develop- 
ments in these areas mean that 
the inflationary factors in the 
economy may become stronger. 

Tax reduction now would add 
to inflationary pressures and 
would also prevent the debt 
reduction which should be car- 
ried out in prosperous times to 
strengthen the nation’s finan- 
clal position against future con- 
tingencies. A policy of restraint 
at the present time will enable 
the Government to use fiscal 
measures effectively should the 
time come when they might be 
needed to lend support to the 
economy. 

The sound financial policies 
that the Government has been 
following have been vindicated 
by every test of experience. 
These policies should not be 
abandoned or weakened. 


The Employment: Act of 1946 
contemplated that prompt atten- 
tion would be given to the main- 
tenance of maximum prosperity in 
all its phases—employment, pro- 
duction and purchasing power. 

This midyear report, unlike the 
first economic report in January, 
deals only with problems requir- 
ing immediate attention. It is a 
checkup on the extent to which 
we have thus far achieved the 
goals we set in January. 

Many of the short-range rec- 
ommendations made in January 
have not yet been adopted—es- 
pecially those requiring legisla- 
tion. The fact that this delay 
has not yet produced bad results 
is no reason for further delay. 
Waiting until bad results ap- 
pear means that action is too 
late to be fully effective. 

Long-range economic i pro- 
grams will also be required. 
They embrace resource and re- 
gional development, health and 
welfare, anti-monopoly programs, 
stabilization devices, and many 
other undertakings essential to 
the full realization of our superb 
economic potential.

WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP)— 
The Senate refused today to ac- 
cept the House's version of legis- 
lation to unify the armed services 
and appointed a committee to seek 
a compromise. 

Senate conferees are Senators 
Gurney of South Dakota, Salton- 
stall of Massachusets, Morse of 
Oregon, Baldwin of Conneticut, all 
Republicans, and Tydings of Mary- 
land, Russell of Georgia, and Byrd 
of Virginia, all Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (UP) — 
Congress poured on the steam to- 
day in a drive clean up all 
“must” legislation in time to ad- 
journ Saturday night. Republican 
leaders were confident the dead- 
line would be met. 

Both the House and Senate were 
scheduled to meet in day and 
night sessions throughout the 
week to put finishing touches on 
seven money bills for Government 
departments, the Army-Navy unifi- 
cation bill, veterans legislation 
and a few others carrying top 
priorities, 

House Votes Anti-Poll fax Bill. 

House Republican leaders today 
rode roughshod over a fighting 
Southern filibuster and passed the 
anti-poll tax bill by a vote of 290 
to 111. The bill, which would bar 
payment of a tax as a condition 
for voting, now goes to the Sen- 
ate. It is conceded no chance of 
passing at this session. 

The Department of Agriculture 
appropriation measure appeared 
to be the greatest potential threat 
to the adjournment schedule, with 
the House and Senate $100,000,000 
apart on a final figure. Neither 
side showed any willingness to re- 
treat but Republican leaders be- 
heved the deadlock would be 
broken by Saturday. 

Both houses kept their sched- 
ules flexible to make room for 
compromise bills as they emerged 
from conference committees. 

The House Merchant Marine 
Committee unanimously approved 
@ modified bill to require the Sec- 
retary of Commerce to certify that 
petroleum exports from this coun- 
try would not impair national de- 
fense of civilian use. 

The original resolution, intro- 
duced by Representative Weichel 
(Rep.), Ohio, the committee chair- 
man, called for additional certifi- 
cation from the War and Navy 
Departments. It specified also 
that petroleum exports should not 
impair “unrestricted” civilian use. 

The House is not expected to 
act on- the bill this session. 
Weichel has been criticizing the 
Administration for shipments of 
oil and gasoline to Russia. 

A proposal by Senator Kem 
(Rep.), Missouri, for a Senate 
investigation of the Department 
of Justice in connection with 
Kansas City vote frauds was side- 
tracked again today by higher 
priority legislation. Republicans 
have been threatening “round- 
the-clock Senate sessions to force 
a vote on the investigating reso- 
lution. 

Proposed House Inquiries. 

Th. House agenda also included 
proposals for investigative action. 
One proposal would set up a Sen- 
ate-House committee on housing 
and a special group to investigate 
foreign relief. Both carried lead- 
ership indorsement. 

Other investigation proposals 
which are pending would send rep- 
resentatives on trips to far-away 
lands. 

Both houses are expected to ap- 
prove early this week a compro-

mise appropriation of $194,500,000 | 


for the Department of Interior, 
about $100,000,000 less than re- 
guested by President Truman. 

Both houses also must still take 
final action on conference reports 
on several other appropriations 
bills, including those for indepen- 
dent offices, Government corpora- 
tions, War Department civil func- 
tions and the District of Columbia. 
In addition. the Senate still has 
to act on a House-approved bill 
ecarrving $1,353,024,000 for the 
Greek-Turkish aid program and 
other foreign relief. 

Training Bill Apparently Dead. 

Truman's request for universal 
military training appeared to be 
a dead duck for this. session. 
Chairman Andrews (Rep.), New 
York, of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, said he would re- 
port to the House that “there is 
no desire whatever for action on 
this measure at the present time 
—the opinions of many organiza- 
tions, the departments and the 
President notwithstanding.” 

Before Saturday, the House also 
expects to act on the wool price 
support bill, a measure to relieve 
school districts where war ac- 
tivities caused enrollments to be 
swollen out of proportion to the 
normal population, and a bill to 
increase subsistence allotments to 
veterans going to school. 

The bill allowing former G.Ls 
to trade termina] leave bonds for 
cash probably will stand out as 
the major veterans legislation of 
this session of Congress. It was 
sent to the White House Saturday. 

Republican leaders said one or 
two other veterans bills might be 
approved before adjournment. 
They said, however, the legisla- 
tive program was so complicated 
it was impossible to list those with 
the best chance. 

Two Senate-approved measures 
were pending before the House 
with some prospects of action be- 
fore the end of the week. They 
would increase the subsistence al- 
lowances for veterans attending

20-Man Craft Has to Be Burned—65-Mile 
Voyage in Rough Water Takes 18 
Hours, Prevents Sleep. 


—_— 


LUDINGTON, Mich. July 21 
(AP)—The Army marked up as 
a success today its first mass life- 
raft crossing of Lake Michigan, 


an 18-hour, 65-mile voyage com- 
pleted despite high winds and 
rough seas and the necessity of 
burning the biggest raft. 

Lt. Comdr. Harry Quast of the 
Sheyboygan (Wis.) naval reserve, 
who was in charge of the patrc! 
craft which accompanied the flo- 
tilla, said that the 20-man experi- 
mental “covered wagon” raft was 
burned about 20 miles off Luding- 
ton when it became a “naviga- 
tional hazard.” He said the huge 
raft, equipped with two outboard 
motors, was in difficulty because 
it was making little headway and 
was almost unmanageable in the 
rough water. 

The personnel and equipment 
of the raft were transferred to the 
patrol boat, the raft was doused 
with gasoline and set afire. It 
burned spectacularly for less than 
a minute. 

Quast said that more than an 
hour was spent in attempting to 
bring the big raft aboard the pa- 
trol boat, but that the task could 
not be accomplished because of 
rough water. 

Nine of 11 motor-driven rubber 
rafts that started the trip from 
Sheboygan, Wis., Saturday morn- 


ing made port here Sunday, the 
last two arriving in Ludington 
harbor 18 hours ana 20 minutes 
after shoving off. 

The experimental run was made 
to test the performance and fuel 

nsumption of outboard motors 
propelling the rafts, sunburn lo- 
tion, a new “E” ration which the 
Army described as better than the 
wartime “K” ration, special type 
sails for the rafts, radio sets and 
other survival equipment designed 
for trans-oceanic planes. 

Included in the fleet were the 
20-man ra‘t, two 10-man rafts, two 
six-man craft and four with seven- 
man crews. 

A. L. Radlein of Milwaukee, 
skipper of the flotilla, said the 
trip was “quite tough going,” with 
winds whipping up the lake wa- 
ters. 

However, he added, “The motors 
worked well and the rafts were 
seaworthy.” 

The men were shivering and 
red-eyed when they arrived. Rad- 
lein said the men could not sleep 
on the rafts because of the chop- 
py waters and cramped quarters. 

One raft turned back a few 
miles out of Sheboygan because of 
a leaky valve. 

The first raft to make port was 
the “Flying Disk,” which finished 
the passage in 16 hours and 45 
minutes.

Steele said Balamuth, formerly 
connected with the Manhattan 
atomic project, has-been teaching 
the “rudiments” of atomic power 
at the Jefferson School of Social 
Science in New York. 

The Communists, Steele said, 
maintain schools in America as 
tools of propaganda and agitation. 
He said the New York and San 
Francisco schools were the two 
largest, Steele was the first of 14 
witnesses scheduled for a week's 
hearings on Communist activity. 
He testified additionally: 

There are some 5,000,000 Com-

The Communists are “pushing” 
for creation, of a major, third 
political party.

Throughout the negotiations 
there were instances of armed 
clashes. For many months, the 
Indonesians refused to release or 
permit the British and Dutch to 
reach Japanese personnel and 
Dutch civilians interned during 
the war in the interior of Java 
and Sumatra, 

Under special truce arrange- 
ments with the republic, the Japa- 
nese and internees finally were 
evacuated and the British forces 
retired from the Indies, ‘' 

Meanwhile, the Dutch had been 
pouring more and more of their 
own forces, men recruited in the 
Netherlands and prewar service- 
men released from Japanese 
camps in Siam and Malaya, into 
the islands. It is estimated, how- 
ever, that the republic still has

Congressional lead- 
ers offer only a pleain avoidance— 
that there is not time before ad- 
journment to pass the Stratton Bill 
providing for the admission of 400,- 
000 of these homeless and stateless 
refugees in the next four years. Mr. 
Marshall’s answer is that it must 
be done if our national honor is to 
remain untarnished. Otherwise we 
shall stand before the world as a 
nation which fails to. “practice 
what it preaches’’ and draws aside 
while urging others to come to the 
rescue. 

There has been plenty of time to 
pass such legislation. It has been 
hanging fire for almost seven 
months. The stubborn opposition 
to it is seldom openly formulated, 
but it seems to be based chiefly on 
the idea that lowering the bars to 
these immigrants would open the 
way for a Communist infiltration, . 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Most of these tragic people 
are fugitives from Soviet tyranny— 
Balts, Poles, Yugoslavs, Ukraini- 
ans and others—who would rather 
die than return to the slavery and 
oppression they have knownatfirst 
hand. Almost all of them are mid- 
dle-class skilled workmen and 
tradesmen who would soon find a 
place among us. Russia demands 
their forcible return. There they 
would be ground to extinction as 
labor camp expendables. 

At least we will not consent to 
that. Secretary Marshall points out 
that if we permit them to remain 
where they are (and, incidentally, 
at a cost of $182,000,000 a year to 
our taxpayers) they will be a con- 
tinual source of conflict and fric- 
tion with Russia. But the Secre- 
tary’s appeal is based on altogether 
higher and broader grounds—our 
professed humanity, the good opin- 
ion of mankind and the old tradi- 
tion of America as a home for 
oppressed and freedom-loving peo- 
ple. “‘That is the significance of the 
Statue of Liberty,” he told one re- 
calcitrant committeeman. 

His plea before the House Judi- 
ciary Committee is backed by Sec- 
retary of War Patterson and Secre- 
tary of Commerce Harriman in 
equally strong terms. Many other 
countries, among them Great Brit- 
ain, Belgium, Norway, Brazil and 
Venezuela, are opening their gates 
while we refuse. The issue has be- 
come a test of our sincerity and 
moral leadership in the world. If we 
put up our own iron curtain against 
these helpless victims of chaos it 
will not be they alone who lose. We, 
too, will lose something precious—— 
the respect of our friends and our 
faith in ourselves.

SOVIET IDEA OF 
ATOMIC QUOTAS 


Osborn Says System 
Would Help Make Con- 
trols More Acceptable 
to All Nations. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., July 21 
(UP)—The United States agreed 
today to a Soviet-indorsed plan for 
a system of quotas doling out to 
each nation its share of the 
world’s atomic materials and fa- 


cilities. 

Frederick H. Osborn of the 
United States told members of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission that such a quota sys- 
tem written into the proposed 
world atomic energy control 
treaty would help make atomic 
control more acceptable to all 
nations, 

Soviet Delegate Andrei°Gromyko 
proposed the quota system last 
week, but he advocated a separate 
treaty which would list each coun- 
try’s share of atomic fuel and 
plants as. well as quotas on the 
speed with which nations may 
mine their deposits of uranium 
and thorium, the atomic ores. 

The dovetailing of American 
and Russian views on the ques- 
tion of quotas was considered im- 
portant progress in the hard task 
of working out international atom- 
ic control, but there still were 
many big gaps between the ma- 
jority and the Soviet Union, 

The system of quotas would be 
laid down in the atomic treaty, 
robbing the proposed world atomic 


atomic facilities should go to a 
certain country. The agency would 
be empowered, however, to carry 
out the quotas and to perform 
various other functions of atomic 
control, including inspection and 
management of atomic facilities. 

A big difference between Russia 
and the majority was underscored 
today when Prof, Dmitri Skobelt- 
syn of the Soviet Union rejected 
once more the majority’s conten- 
tion that the proposed atomic 
agency must have the right to own 
atomic materials from the mined 
ores to the plants which produce 
nuclear fuel and fuel itself. 

This disagreement could. affect 
the apparent harmony with re- 
spect to quotas, some officials 


pointed out, because it would do 
little good to agree on a system 
ef quotas without settling the 
problem of whether nations will or 
will not be owners of the mate- 
rials and facilities distributed 


under the quota system. .

Governor approved amend Illinois 
laws to make them conform more 
closely with United States Bureau 
of Mines standards in such mat- 
ters as rock dusting, ventilation 
and differentiation of gaseous and 
non-gaseoug mines, and establish 
laboratories and mine rescue sta- 
tions in the coal) fields. 


The number of inspection dis- 
tricts in the state is increased 
from 14 to 22, and two inspect- 
ors-at-large are to be appointed, 
to provide a total of 24 instead of 
16 inspectors. State inspectors 
must examine each mine at least 
once a morth, instead of once 
every three months. 

Face bosses will be required to 
have mine examiners’ certificates, 
to increase their knowledge of safe 
methods of handling coal. 


Rock-Dusting of Rooms. 


Virtually continuous rock-dust- 
ing will be required. Rooms and 
entries must be rock-dusted to 
wihtin 80 feet of the working face, 
or up to the first open cross-cut.

GROUP OF WORLD AFFAIRS 


Listeners Pledged to Secrecy, but Representa- 
tive Lee Says He Was ‘Very Impressed,’ 
Situation Is ‘Grave.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (UP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
ahall today gave the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee and a se- 
lect group of House members a 
®-minute “inside story” of the in- 
ternational situation. 


Those present at the closed ses- 
sion took a pledge of secrecy. One 
o* Marshall's listeners Represent- 
ative Lea (Dem.), California—said 
afterward that he was “very im- 
pressed” with what Marshall had 
to say. 

Lea, ranking Democrat on the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, said that all he could re- 
port was that the international 
situation is “grave.” 


Marshal] appeared before the 
House group on the day he com- 
pleted his first six months in of- 
fice. He was faced with the fact 
that the Marshall plan for re- 
habilitating Europe was in trou- 
hie at home and abroad, and that 
the rival Molotov plan for eastern 
Europe was off to a head start. 

Chairman Eaton of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee said 
he had invited Marshall to appear 
“for the reason that newspapers 
announced that the State Depart- 
ment had created a liaison with 
oniy one committee of another 
body, the Senate.” 


“There is a House of Represen- 
tatives,” Eaton said, “and we 
thought the State Department 
might want to create liaison with 
another branch.” 


Asked whether there would be 
another meeting with Marshall for 
further exploration of foreign af-. 
fairs. Eaton replied: 

“From now on, the less meet- 
ings, the better. I am strongly of 
the opinion that as many mem- 
bers of the House as can should 
spend as much time abroad as 
possible to learn what's going on.” 

Eaton was asked to comment on 
a statement by Senator Connally 
of Texas, ranking Democrat on 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, that he thought the 
present 16-nation meeting in Paris 
on the Marshall plan was doomed 
to failure. 

“T haven't the information that 
Senator Connally has,” Eaton said 
tartly. “In my opinion this is one 
of the most hopeful things that 
has happened since the end of the 
shooting war. I am hopeful that 
a real workable policy will be 
established.” 

Others present at the executive 
session with Marshall included 
the chairmen and ranking Demo- 
crats of the House Interstate Com- 
merce, Appropriations, Agricul- 
ture, Banking and Currency and 


Marshall plan could lead western 
European nations to “go overseas” 
for the products they used to buy 
in eastern Europe. He said no Eu- 
ropean reconstruction program 
can work that diminishes or closes 
off the old East-West exchange 
of goods, 


He asked, for instance, how 
French factories can get along 
without bauxite from Yugoslavia 
and Hungary. He said importing 
coal from overseas could be much 
more costly than buying it from 
Polish mines. And, in the long 
run, when Middle European agri- | 
culture is back to an export basis, | 
he said he wonders whether the 
western Europeans will have to 
buy much of their food from over- 
seas. 


He restated Poland’s determina- 
tion to equalize its trade relations 
with the East and West, and 
pointed out that Polish coal is now 
going-to- Finland, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Denmark and France, in re- 
turn for a variety of products.

Poland's ambassador here, Jozef 
Winiewicz, said in an interview

industrial giant of Europe. 

Winiewicz said his government 
“feels great alarm that Germany 
may be helped to modernize ‘her 
factories at the expense of her 
neighbors.” He recalled that this 
happened after World War I with 
the help of American credits. 

Winiewicz said he “doesn't see” 
that the recent flurry of trade 
facts signed among middle and 
eastern European nations can lead 
to the “pan-Slav economic ailli- 
ance” which European rumors 
have foreseen.

Occupation authorities of the 
‘two powers reached agreement at 
Berlin several days ago on a huge 
increase in the German industrial 
level, pegged to an annual steel & 
production of about 11,000,000 tons. 

Protest by Bonnet. 

French protests were quickly 
registered at the State Depart- 
ment by Ambassador Henri Bon- 
net, who said the agreement 
would jeopardize the Marshall 
plan. It was evident that he had 
two points in mind: 

1, The agreement would 
greatly strengthen the propa- 
ganda appeal of the Communists 
in France by enabling them to 
attack the United States and 
Britain on a point on which the 
French appear to be in absolute 
agreement, namely that Ger- 
many must be kept weak. 

2. It would jeopardize France’s 
leadership in organizing the 
western European self-help pro- 
gram as proposed by Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall by 
embarrassing the Paris Govern- 
ment at a critical time. 

Bonnet said France wants to get 
as much coal as possible out of 
the Ruhr mines, but for the bene- 
fit of all European countries and 
not for the advancement of Ger- 
man industry, P 
The problem of coal production 
actually is due for a showdown 
this week between the United 
States and Britain. 

The American Government in- 
vited the British to send their 
German experts here to discuss 
means of increasing the coal out- 
put. The British countered with 
proposals either to hold the coal 
talks in Berlin or else to broaden 
the scope of the Washington con- 
ference to include financing, level 
of industry and several other 
problems. 

The United States rejected the 
counter-proposal and that appar- 
ently put the next move up to the 
British. Officials on both sides; 
say only that negotiations are 
continuing and that they expect a 
solution rather than a breakdown 
to result, 

Report on Industry. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
military governor in Germany, re- 
ported to Washington yesterday 
that industrial production in the 
United States zone, which was 
making a quick comeback in late 
spring, has been retarded by the 
coal shortage. 

United States zone industries 
are receiving smaller coal supplies 
than last year, Clay said in his 
bi-weekly report, and the lack of 
coal and electric power already 
has begun to affect factory out- 
put generally. The chemical and 
newsprint industries were named 
as hardest hit, 

The supply of coal for manufac- 
turing has been reduced by low 
Ruhr coal output, allocation of 
fuel for domestic space heating, 
nd stockpiling for public utili- 
ies and the railways, the report 
said. ° 

Hard coal production in the 
British zone during June totaled 
5,464,760 metric tons, a 5 per cent 
increase over May. The daily av- 
erage output in June, however, 
was only 1 per cent above May, 
which had one less working day. 
More miners is one of the keys 
to increased coal output. The 
United States zone so far has sent 
2550 recruits to the Ruhr mines 
as a result of a zone-wide recruit- 
ing campaign. The target is 50,000 
new miners, but the program is 
handicapped by a housing short- 
age. : 
Another factor ‘holding back 
manufacturing is absenteeism. | 
Gen, Clay’s report attributed this 
trend to employes going into the 
countryside to forage for food 
and to harvest crops.

The pitchblende area around 
Annaberg and Bad-Oberschlema 
in the districts of Schneeberg and 
Schwarzenberg, once a popular 
vacation and spa center in the 
Erz (ore) mountains, has been 
effectively sealed off by the So- 
viet military administration. It 
contains the only known large 
deposit of uranium in Europe, 
Dr. Walter Lutz, German geo- 
physicist says. 

A Russian military cordon has 
been thrown around the area, 
which measures some 12 miles 
across. Sentries and barriers pre- 
vent any normal traffic into or 
out of*the forbidden region. 

The inhabitants of the zone may 
not leave. Outsiders may not enter 
without proper credentials. Guards 
at most of the railway stations in 
the closed district control the 
identification papers of travelers. 
Persons who do not have a pre- 
scribed stamp may not leave the 
station. . 

Russian engineers, geologists 
and mining specialists are on hand 
to superintend the work. To ex- 
ploit the mines to the extreme, 
the Russians have directed that 
the old mine dumps must be, re- 
worked to salvage the uranium- 
containing pitchblende. 

Ore Being Flown East. 

As fast as the pitchblende rock 
is brought to the surface in 
buckets by windlass and is sorted, 
it is carted to Aue and Leipzig. 
There it is packed in huge cases 
and shipped east. 

The Russians are keeping secret 
the total number of workers, as 
well as the daily yield. 

However, the Leipzig Labor Of- 
fice is supposed to have drafted 
about 35,000 workers for the mines. 
Many of them, particularly sales- 
men, office wgrkers and others 
unused to hea work, are con- 
sidering flight to the west to es- 
cape the draft. On the other hand, 
there are cases of men who have 
deciared themselves ready to work 
in the mines because of the good 
food. Some have even reported 
voluntarily. 

The first sebietration of workers 
between the ages of 18 and 45.to 
mine the uranium-pitchblende be- 
gan in Saxony last March. The dis- 
trict labor offices in Dresden and 
Leipzig were directed to draft 
workers from non-essential fac- 
tories and professions, supposedly 
for a six-month period. Prisoners- 
of-war were not to be recruited 
until six months after their return 
to their homes. 

Two Medical Examinations. 

The draftees first were given a 
physical examination by German 
doctors to determine whether they 
were in condition to work in the

mines, then a Russian ~ medical 
commission examined them a sec- 
ond time. 

The barrack facilities for hous- 
ing such an influx of labor into a 
concentrated area, however, were 
very primitive in March and April. 
As a result, many draftees sought 
to flee illegally to the American 
zone without their identification 
papers, which were taken from 
them when they arrived for work. 
(American authorities have _ re- 
ported that large numbers of Ger- 
mans have made their way to the 
American zone to escape forced 
labor in the pitchblende mines of 
Saxony.) 

A functionary of the Socialist 
Unity Party, whose job is to watch 
over working conditions, said that 
the mine labor—both volunteers 
and draftees—received muok bet- 
ter food than the normal worker. 
In addition to the top ration of 
the heaviest worker, he said they 
obtained extra rations of vege- 
tables, spirits, cigarettes and soap. 
Special protective clothing and 
rubber boots are issued because 
the radium in the uranium-pitch- | 
blende can damage the health of 
the workers. As a result of the 
extra rations, the SED official 
claimed that some volunteers, in- 
cluding women, had reported to 
the mines. ; 

Paid by Amount Mined. 

The workmen, laboring in three 
shifts, get paid mostly according 
to the amount they mine rather 
than by the hour. Women work 
only by the day. 

Saturday, Sunday and Monday 
every third week are rest days, 
when the workers may receive vis- 
itors but may not leave the dis- 
trict to which they are assigned. 

Because the mines have not 
been worked for years, the tech- 
nical equipment still is very in- 
adequate. The pitchblende rock, 
for example, has to be transported 
to the surface by buckets attached 
to winches. In one shaft near 
Schneeberg, the workers must 
clamber up and down a ladder, 
running more than 500 feet into 
the earth. 

Deposits of uranium-pitchblende 
are found up to eight inches 
thick, sometimes in veins of gold 
and silver. 

Similar deposits were worked 
before the war at Joachimstal in 
Czechoslovakia, about 12 miles 
south of the field which the Rus- 
Ssians are exploiting, Dr. Lutz 
wrote recently in the Stuttgarter 
Zeitung.

OR persons who were preaching recession, the easy course now 
is to say that the John L. Lewis-Benjamin Fairless coal wage 
pact changed things; that by granting the miners a 31-cent-an- 


hour wage 4ncrease, the coal operators gave inflation tT shot 
in the arm. That’s too easy an out. 


The wage compact was a direct 
outgrowth of the sellers’ market 
already existing. The steel mills 
are booked solid with.orders for 
months. The world wants United 
States coal and machinery, as well 
as farm products. 

The steel industry wanted to 
keep the business ball rolling. 
Hence the settlement, It was an 
acknowledgment that the durable- 
goods industries — automobiles, 
farm machinery, industrial equip- 
ment, and household appliances— 
were still fresh oxen in an econ- 
omy whose soft-goods industries 
had shown signs of fatigue. 

The result was an immediate 
rise in the price of coal at the 
mines, followed by a jump in the 
price of pig iron. Steel scrap ad- 
vanced to $38 a ton at Buffalo, 
not far from its recent peak of 
$41. Yet only a few weeks ago, 
scrap sold at $32. That's how fast 
sentiment can turn around, 

Comeback in Cotton. 

Ditto in cotton. It sold at 39.4 
cents a pound. Yet nine months 
ago, it fell out of bed—from 39 
cents in October to 28 cents in 
November. This seems to be the 
price pattern. A commodity will 
break, then push up to a new top. 
Wheat, corn, and other agricul- 
tural commodities have been sim- 
ilarly strong. World demand 
clearly dominates the United 
States price level. 

What has happened in the last 
few months accords with classi- 
cal business-cycle theory. In the 
past, if Birmingham, Pittsburgh, 
and Buffalo were busy, if capi- 
tal goods were in demand, then 
retail volume took care of itself. 
That, however, was before the 
advent of John Maynard Keynes 


and his disciples. They brought 
forth on this continent a new 
theory: Purchasing Power. And 
it has greatly influenced eco- 
nomic thought and _ business 
analysis ever since Roosevelt. 


As prices rose this time, the 
idea grew that consumers would 
be priced out of the market, And 
when a series of isolated reces- 
sions occurred in furs, comic 
books, jewelry, liquor, toys, and 
so on, the purchasing power the- 
ory seemed to be validated. Yet 
these setbacks did not set off the 
expected chain reaction. 

Buyers were merely shifting 
purchases—from goods which had 
been available to goods which 
were just coming onto the market. 
They bought automobiles, refrig- 
erators, furniture, ‘and other hard 
goods and thus had less left for 
the purchase of soft goods. That 
would explain why department 
store executives have tended to 
be cautious. As Edwin I. Marks, 
chairman of R. H, Macy’s execu- 
tive committee, noted last week, 
dollar sales next month may fall 
below a year ago. 

Great Farm Market. 

In the great. Midwest, sales float 
along on a riptide of farm income. 
Never before has the farm market 
been so attractive t® salesmen— 
not only for agricultural imple- 
ments and automobiles, but also 
for household equipment of all 
types. And it’s not done on 
credit. The farmérs are paying 
cash on the line for the most part. 
They don’t all have checking ac- 
counts. But all seem to have ~~ 
rolls of bills.

Armour Snatched Up By Marshall 
For Biggest Post in Foreign Service

WASHINGTON, July 21. 
URING the Russian revolution 
Des November, 1917, the late 
David R. Francis of St. Louis, 
Ambassador to Petrograd, decided 
that the moment had come to give 
a reception. Attached to the 
punch bowl, with orders to see 
that no guest suffered, was a 
fledgling statesman of 30. The 
chore befitted his rank as third 
secretary, which is known as “the 
lowest form of diplomatic life.” 

The telephone sounded an alarm. 
Advancing on the embassy was a 
Bolshevik mob, with cries of 
“Freedom for Muni!” (This proved 
to be Tom Mooney, then in a Cali- 
fornia prison, whose cause had 
become a labor slogan throughout 
the world.) The mob was dis- 
persed before reaching its objec- 
tive, but not before Gov. Francis 
sent his Negro factotum, Philip 
Jordan, upstairs to fetch a brace 
of revolvers, a 45 and 32. The Mis- 
sourian brandished the larger 
weapon, Then, as an afterthought, 
he roared: “Give the little one to 
Armour!” 

Controls Diplomatic Staffs. 

The biggest gun in the history 
of the American foreign service 
has now been thrust into the 
hands of Norman Armour by Sec- 
retary of State George C. Marsh- 
all, who snatched him from re- 
tirement in his sixtieth year to 
don the new title of Assistant 
Secretary for Political Affairs and 
take command for the first time 
of all four of the department’s 
geographical desks—the Far East, 
the Middle East and Africa, Eu- 
rope and Latin America. 

He thus becomes one of the 
quartet of potentates in supreme 
control of the re-formed State De- 
partment. The others are Secre- 
tary Marshall, Under Secretary 
Robert A. Lovett and the Under 
Secretary for Economic Affairs, 
William L. Clayton. 

His present post reminds 
Armour humorously of his first 
promotion. When dispatched to 
Russia in 1916, he occupied what 
was then the fifth and lowest 
grade in the foreign service. One 
day a cable from Washington an- 
nounced: “Armour assigned to 
fourth grade.” His companions 
in Petrograd arranged a lavish 
dinner and showered him with 
felicitations.. Three weeks after- 
ward a letter explained that he 
had been advanced to fourth 
grade only because the fifth had 
been abolished, 

Married to Princess. 

It was during those hectic days 
that Armour found time to woo 
and win a patrician bride. She 
was Princess Myra Koudachev, 
daughter of an eminent family of 
the old regime. A legend still 
flourishes that the lovestruck 
young diplomat engineered her 
escape to Sweden and was flung 
for his pains into a concentration 
camp by the Bolsheviks, who had 
no weakness for romance. His 
own account is that the princess 
and her relatives fled from Rus- 
sia under their own power. He 
was never arrested, though for- 
bidden for a time to leave Mos- 
cow. As soon as he was free to 
travel, he followed her to Stock- 
holm, where they were married 
on Feb. 2, 1919. They have a son, 
Norman Armour Jr., and two 
grandchildren. 

A unique record is Armour’s 
particular equipment for control 
of the nation’s entire diplomatic 
staff. Out of 30 years of service, 
he enjoys the singularity of hav- 
ing spent 28 in the field and only 
two at the department in Wash- 
ington. He is familiar at first.

On the continent he held sta- 
tions in Petrograd, Paris, Brussels, 
The Hague, Rome and Madrid. 
For three years he was embassy 
counselor in Tokyo. He has served 
as first secretary of legation in 
Montevideo, United States minis- 
ter to Haiti and Ambassador to 
Chile and Argentina. ‘For good 
measure, he was for three years 
minister to Canada. 


Witnessed Revolutions. 

The history he witnessed in the 
making had not only range but 
stature. He was an excited spec- 
tator of the Kerensky and Bol- 
shevik revolutions. Arriving in 
Rome at the time of the Matteoti 
incident, he observed both the 
evils and triumphs of the Fascist 
dictatorship. In Buenos Aires he 
beheld the “Revolution of Colo- 
nels” which made Juan Domingo 
Peron “the power behind the 
throne.” Under his eyes in Ma- 
drid were the painful struggles 
of Francisco Franco to adjust 
himself to the impending defeat 
of the Axis. 

Good fairies were plentiful at 
Armour’s cradle. They gave him 
‘rains, health, character and a 
phenomenal quota of charm, He 
was reared in a scholarly family 
amid the intellectual environment 
of Princeton. His schooling was 
the best that America could offer. 
There was a reasonable amount of 
wealth. His father, George Allison 
Armour, who had no kinship with 
the meat-packing Armours, pos- 
sessed means enough to indulge a 
passion for distinguished books, 
of which he made a notable col- 
lection. The strongest influence

during the formative years was 
that of an uncle, Allison V. Ar- 
mour, who was a brilliant and 
able man, as well as a devoted 
yachtsman. It was the uncle who 
made a point of introducing Nor- 
man, when he was 22 years old,

Active in Rowing at Princeton. 


The boy was sent to St. Paul’s, 
an exclusive preparatory school, 
and then to Princeton, His chief 
studies were English literature, 
history, politics and international 
law. He is remembered less for 
scholastic marks than for the in- 
troduction of rowing at the uni- 
versity. When Andrew Carnegie 
gave to Princeton the lake which

AAF Plans Test 
Of 21-Ton Bomb, 
Largest Ever

Pens With Non- 
Atomic Missiles.

HE Army Air Forces is devel- 
T oping and probably will test in 

* the next few months a 21-ton 
bomb. 

So far as is known, this will be 
the largest standard-explosive 
that is, non-atomic—missile ever 
made, 

The weight of the bomb sug- 
gests that it is intended for use 
in such aircraft as the B-36, which 
is capable of carrying 36 tons of 
explosives and is equipped with a 
bomb bay of enormous dimensions. 

The AAF had even larger bombs 
—one of 50 tons—under considera- 
tion and in the blueprint stage, 
but designers said privately today 
that a curtailed research program 
resulted in shelving these projects. 
They described the 21-ton bomb as 
a “general purpose, block-buster’” 
type. 

Man-Made Quake Prospect. 

There was a hint over the week 
end, meanwhile, that the military 
may be looking into the future fork 


an even more fearful weapon—an) 


atomic bomb which when dropped 
from a high altitude might sink 
deep into the earth and produce 
a man-made quake. 

An AAF announcement of forth- 
coming tests with deep-penetration 
bombs on an underground subma- 
rine assembly factory at Farge, 
Germany, referred _ specifically 
only to two. standard-explosive 
bombs developed since the end of 
the war. They are the 12%%-ton 
“Amazon” and “Samson.” 

The announcement concluded 
with this cryptic statement: 

“With the introduction of atomic 
warfare in World War II, it is 
logical that the need for these 
specialized types of bombs may be 
even greater for future defense.” 

The extent to which deep pene- 
tration bombs can bore into the 
earth was demonstrated in the lat- 
ter days of the war when Britain’s 
Royal Air Force caved in a tun- 
nel 135 feet below ground. The 
cave-in resulted from shock waves 
touched off by bombs which pene- 
trated to a lesser depth. 

Atomic Bomb for Earthquake. 

Some atomic scientists interest- 
ed in military use of the new en- 
ergy are reported to want to test 
an atomic bomb touched off be- 
low the earth's surface.

_ The City and Rent Control 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The government of the City of St. 
Louis, like that of the State of Missou- 
ri and United States, consists of three 
branches: the executive, represented by 
the Mayor; the legislative, represented 
by the Board of Aldermen; the judi- 
cial, represented by the courts. Each is 
@ separate and distinct branch to work 
in its own way, according to the law, 
for the best interests of all the people 
of St. Louis. 

In the matter of rents, in fairness to 
‘ @ii, the executive (the Mayor) could, for 
the best interests of all the people, have 
called a special meeting of the legisla- 
tive body (the Board of Aldermen), 
thereby permitting it to’ pass any neces- 
sary law for the protection of all the 
people. 

Thereafter, any person who felt him- 
self aggrieved by any such law could 
have presented his complaint to the judi- 
cial branch for determination. That 
would have settled the matter. As it is, 
eonfusion still, prevails as to rentals. 

This may yet be the procedure fol- 
lowed by our city government in the 
rent control matter whereby all three 
branches may approve a law covering 
any gaps now existing in the new fed- 
eral law. 

If all the people of the great cities of 
New York and Chicago are entitled to 
such a law, surely the people of the 
great city of St. Louis are entitled to 
such protection by their city govern- 
ment.

The real importance of soil conservation in 
flood control is shown by the estimate of the 
Soil Conservation Service that topsoil loss in the 
May-June floods of the Mississippi and Missou- 
ri rivers amounted to $491,000,000, more than 
half the total damages of all sorts. _ 

In the face of this plain fact, does soil con- 
servation receive the attention it deserves in the 
Pick-Sloan plan for development of the Missou- 
ri Valley or in President Truman’s 10-year pro- 
gram for flood control? 

Mr. Truman asks a $237,000,000 immediate 
appropriation for the Army Engineers, $10,- 
000,000 for the Reclamation Bureau, and $3,- 
000,000 for the Soil Conservation Service. Preser- 
vation of the soil, where 50 per cent of the flood 
damage occurs, is worth a little more than 1 
per cent of the appropriations to Mr. Truman. 

How far would $3,000,000 go in meeting the 
soil conservation needs of the Missouri Valley? 
It would barely make a start. The Soil Con- 
servation Service has estimated that $1,000,000 
is needed to make a survey and a plan, and that 
to carry out a plan will cost $350,000,000. 

For the Mississippi and Missouri Valleys to- 
gether Mr. Truman proposes an appropriation 
of less than 1 per cent of the amount needed in 
the Missouri Valley alone. At the same time, 
Mr. Truman proposes to give the Army Engineers 
more than 90 per cent of all the funds, for river 
development work and the Reclamation Bureau 
only 4 per cent. 

The Army Engineers, while ostensibly co-op- 
erating with the Soil Conservation Service and 
the Reclamation Bureau in the Pick-Sloan Plan, 
are actually out for themselves, and they have 
got the ear of the President. If their hogging 
of 90 per cent of the flood control program 
doesn't show that conclusively, what could? 

An effective program must give every element 
of flood control, including soil conservation, the 
amount of attention it deserves, and not allow 
its relative importance in the whole scheme to 
be determined by pork barrel methods. Dams 
are needed, yes, but much more than dams is 
required. 

Gov. Donnelly has already brought up objec- 
tions to the Pick-Sloan Plan on the ground that 
it does not.offer enough compensations for the 
sacrifices it entails; particularly in regard to the 

soil. 

The truth is that soil conservation will be no 
more than a slighted part of the program as long 
as the Army Engineers are in the saddle. 

In the mood of the present Congress, Mr. Tru- 
man may have no other choice than to accept 
the Pick-Sloan Plan for the moment, with the 
object of integrating it later into a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority. But even so, he can and should 
exert pressure to see that soil conservation is 
not neglected. 

If the President insists that soil. conservation 
be given a better deal, Congress, we believe, will 
support him. The Midwest is tired of seeing its 
farms float by on the flooded Mississippi and 
Missouri and their tributaries.

Two views of law. clash on the question of 
Municipal rent controls. Mayor Kaufmann re- 
lies on City Counselor George L. Stemmler’s 
opinion that the city is powerless to act. But 
Elmer E. Hilpert, professor of constitutional law 
at Washingt University, questions this. He 
says the city’ wer is “a sufficiently debatable 
matter” to justify a special session of the Board 
of Aldermen, “The only way a definite conclu- 
sion may be had,” adds Walter Dakin Williams, 
constitutional law instructor at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, “is through an actual adjudication of the 
problem in the courts of the state.” 


Certainly a rent ordinance is needed. In par- 


ticular, local rules are needed to plug the loose 
grounds for eviction provided in the federal law. 
Otherwise, the courts may be swamped with 
eviction cases. The federal law’s vagueness 
forces the courts to assume a legislative function, 
which is also undesirable. Many tenants, more- 
over, and particularly those who lack knowledge 
or funds to fight their cases through the courts, 
will be victimized. 

In these circumstances, Mayor and Aldermen 
should take a maximum view of their powers 
rather than a minimum one. No one knows how 
mucn room there is within a constitution until 
the attempted exercise of a power provides an 
occasion to find out. Let our local officials re- 
call, for example, that the American Liberty 
League brought forth an opinion that major wel- 
fare laws of the New Deal were unconstitutional. 
Time and the Supreme Court proved otherwise. 
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A Piece of Inflation 

The bill to permit veterans to cash terminal 
leave bonds after Sept. 1 was the kind of legisla- 
tion nobody wants to vote against. More than 
8,500,000 ex-service men, and that many pros- 
pective votes, were involved. So the Senate 
passed the House-approved measure by 85 to 0 
and sent it to the President. 

This means that securities valued at $1,800,- 
000,000 can be turned in for cash. The effect 
of the bill, of course, is inflationary. Moreover, 
chances are that the veterans will get less for 
their money by spending it now than if they 
were to hold the bonds until the original re- 
demption date, five years from issue. 

But Speaker Joe Martin had one argument on 
his side. He said cashing the bonds now would 
reduce the national debt. Moreover, since wages 
and profits and prices are all going up, it was 
hard to reject the claim of veterans’ organiza- 


tions. Extra money for them is no more infla- 
tionary than extra money for other people. 

The job is done. But it will be better for the 
country, and wiser for the veterans, if they hold 
onto these bonds as long as they can, 
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A Bow to Certain Carpenters 

Believe it or not, AFL carpenters in three 
counties of the State of Washington have turned 
down a wage increase on broad economic 
grounds. So we are told by the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

Under existing contracts, the men were en- 
titled to an increase of 13 cents an hour to keep 
pace with living costs. In declining it, they 
reasoned this way: Building activity has already 
slowed down because of high costs. To accept 
the increase would only force costs higher and 
bring on unemployment. In short, by taking 13 
cents more, the carpenters figured they might 
very well euchre themselves out of jobs. 

For setting this good example, the Washington 
carpenters got wide applause from other union 
men, newspapers and so on, and they deserve it. 
Their action, if we can get literary about it, 
shines out like a good deed in a naughty world. 
The country should right now be in the midst ‘of 
the greatest building activity in its history, but 
high costs and monopolistic practices, both in 
business and in organized labor, conspire to 
cripple the building trades industry. 

Well might the national leaders of the build- 
ing industry take inspiration from the Washing- 
ton carpenters. The opportunities for profit, to 
say nothing of service to the country, are enor- 
mous if builders and union men will abandon 
some of their archaic practices and place con- 
struction on a truly modern basis. 

Over many years, the building trade union 
men have won exceedingly high pay scales; but, 
as the men themselves know, these gcales often 
do not produce a good annual income. This is 
because construction is highly seasonal and 
men are laid off a large part of the year. In 
the present situation, high wages and high costs 
make it impossible for hundreds of thousands 
of people to build. 

What with modern methods, including mass 
production of housing, building assembly could 
take place in most parts of the country through- 
out the year. By the same token, those modern 
methods could produce many more houses more 
cheaply than they can be produced now. Why 
haven’t building trades learned from our mass 
production industries that it is far more lucra- 
tive to take less profit on more units than to 
seek high profits on fewer units? When will 
the Henry Ford of housing emerge? 
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A Plebiscite on German Roads 


Thirty thousand Germans have slipped across 
the boundary between the Russian and American 
zones of occupation in Germany in the last two 
months. So reports the Assistant Commissioner 
for Refugees in the German Administration in 
Bavaria. Our chief of public welfare in the Of- 
fice of Military Government for Bavaria says so 
many have fled west from the Russians that the 
situation is serious and that the facts are being 
put before Gen. Clay. 

This is a condition that has continued for more 
than two years. The occupation had hardly got- 
ten under way before the American and British 
Military Government authorities found them- 
selves gaining little or no ground in reducing 
their numbers of displaced persons. As fast as 
they return Czechs, Hungarians, Yugoslavs, Poles 
and other DPs to their homelands, refugees came 
in from the Russian-occupied territory. 

So many Jews crossed into the British zone 
that the British UNRRA chief, Gen. Morgan, be- 
came the center of an international incident, and 
was in the end relieved, for his frank remarks. 
More than 2,000,000 Germans have been dispos- 
sessed in eastern Germany, now under Polish 
administration; their homes and lands are now 
occupied by Poles and Russian colonizers. 

There are not enough Americans and British 
troops in Germany to halt this westward move- 
ment of Germans, but it would be an inhumane 
thing to stop it if that were an easy course. 
The stream of refugees away from Russian rule 
is a dramatic plebiscite on the issue of democracy 
vs. Communism and we should recognize it as 
such. 
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A Salvage Job 


Milton Kinsey says St. Louis will have to re- 
vise’ its airport plans. The chairman of the 
Municipal Airport Commission believes this is 
necessary because the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration rejected a proposed field at Hampton 
and Columbia avenues. This leaves the city fac- 
ing not only a revision ofits air plans, but -.a 
salvage job. 

Airports in congested areas are essential to 
the future of St. Louis. They will be needed 
to permit fast freight’ delivery downtown, air 


taxi service from outlying passenger fields, com- _ 


muting flights and private operations. Sites for 
these ports are particularly hard to find. 

Under the Horner-Shifrin plan, the city had 
hoped to develop in the near future three fields 
within the St. Louis limits. The CAA rejected 
one, the Board of Aldermen another, and only 
one—Ross field on the North Side—is in opera- 
tion. 

This is a critical situation. What can St. Louis 
do about it? 5 

Maybe the city will go ahead, with the Hamp- 
ton field despite the CAA rejection. Mr. Kinsey 
suggests that the site might be used for private, 
if not commercial, flying. If so, St. Louis can 
develop the field with its own funds. Federal 
money: is out of the picture. 

The city must also look for new airport sites. 
An important part of the Horner-Shifrin avia- 
tion plan has been destroyed. The situation calls 
for a long, serious hunt. 

Above all the Board of Aldermen must quit 
hedge-hopping around our aviation requirements, 
The Aldermen killed a bill for a field at Mor- 
ganford and Weber roads because some residents 
of that area and their Alderwoman objected. Is 
the board going to let the same kind of localized 
opposition obliterate all the airport plans? 

St. Louis desperately needs minor as well as 
major airfields. It needs them close to the 
center of commerce, and not in some remote 
country recess. Now it has none. The city ad- 
ministration and the Aldermen should get busy.

‘America’s real trump card in interna- 
tional relations is the fact that many mil- 
lions of common people in other lands, and 
ultimately their governments as well, are 
still convinced that this country is ba- 
sically generous and unselfish in its for- 
eign policies. 


In the long run these peoples feel the 
United States’is more to be trusted than 


‘ older powers whose basic policies presup- 


pose, that smaller states are essentially 
strategic pawns in the self-aggrandizement 
of the larger ones. Cynics may sneer at 
the impractical and often superficial phases 
of American humanitarianism, but it re- 
mains a recurrent flicker of hope for many 
millions of men who live behind many 
varieties of iron curtains, 


President Truman's appeal to Congress 
to relax immigration regulations for the 
present, emergency, so that some. of the 
million displaced persons still in relocation 
camps in Europe may be admitted to this 
country, presents a great opportunity to 
the United States to replenish overwhelm- 
ingly the reservoir of good will from which 
we draw our strength in international af- 
fairs. 


A Refuge and a Dream 


Not only would the temporary easing of 
the immigration quotas provide a refuge 
for part of the displaced peoples and en- 
courage other nations to follow suit, but it 
would restore much of the vividness of the 
American dream of promise and hope 
which shone out so brightly in the last cen- 
tury. 

Carlo Levi, Italian novelist and artist, in 
a current magazine dwells poignantly upon 
the golden myth of America which hovers 
around impoverished villages of the rocky 
Apennines. Dr. Knute Broady of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, in a report of his trip 
to Austria, advises that the terms UNRRA 
and CARE, with their implications of 
American warm-heartedness, are symbols 
of hope in a desperately tired and hungry 
nation. 

Much has been written and spoken about 
the gains this nation realized in the migra- 
tion of refugee scientists, scholars and 


artists from European totalitarianism in 
the last generation. 

We are inclined to forget the less spec- 
tacular but more widespread contributions 
to our national life by the vast number of 
immigrants, refugee and otherwise, in our 
earlier history—the stalwart German lib- 
erals of the 18408 and ‘’50s; the Italian 
colonies which founded whole communities 
of good citizens in central California; the 
Polish and Hungarian peasants who gave 
such color to municipal life in Chicago; 
the Czechs who settled in Nebraska and 
fashioned a great charter of democracy for 
their homeland in a modest council in 
Pittsburgh. 

President Truman points out that a re- 
laxing of the immigration regulations for 
the emergency need not mean a relaxing 
of the standards which the original quotas 
were designed to maintain, 


All the Better Risks 


American and allied experts in screening 
individuals, experienced from having relo- 
cated 7,000,000 displaced persons in their 
homelands, are a practical safeguard for 
the remaining refugees who, as the Presi- 
dent says, “are unwilling by reason of 
political opinion and fear of persecution to 
return to the areas where they once had 
homes.” 

No large scale influx of anarchists, in- 


cendiaries and other bogeymen need ,be - 


feared by Congress; in most instances the 
displaced persons are all the better risks 
because they were originally exiled for 
their hostility to Fascism and now aré still 
exiles because of their hostility to Commu- 
nism. 

Admitting a “substantial number” of the 
displaced persons to the United States, as 
Congress is requested to do, would dis- 
charge a moral duty of a magnitude not 
likely to present itself again in this genera- 
tion. 

The very fact that it may entail some 
sacrifice and hardship in this country, as 
opposition spokesmen have already de- 
clared, would in itself be solid evidence 
that America recognizes basic human needs 
of all people even in the face of substantial 
requirements of its own citizens,

War Through the Worm’s Eye 


THE ASSAULT, by Allen R. Matthews, 

Schuster, New York.) 

Without being callous or hard-boiled, and 
without bugle calls and flag-waving, Allen 
R. Matthews presents from first-hand ex- 
perience a realistic picture of war. Begin- 
ning with preparations for the taking of 
Iwo Jima, it covers the first 12 days of that 
bloody battle and ends as corpsmen start 
Matthews on his way to the hospital. 

Matthews, an experienced newspaper 
man, says he wrote his 216-page book be- 
cause: “I found combat was completely 
unglamorous, a foul husiness full of fear 
and loneliness and misery, recognized as 
such by the troops and generally ignored 
as such by writers who could see the over- 
all virtues in our cause.” He found that 
actual combat was no more glamorous than 
the days in training camp; the only new in- 
gredients were death, suffering and fear. 

The scope of the story is restricted large- 
ly to the squad and its individuals, It is a 
worm 's eye view of war, the worg being the 
infantryman, who is machine-gur ned on the 
beach, blown out of his foxhole in the jun- 
gie, or, some night, left squirming in the 
open under the ghastly light of a flare 

As Bill Mauldin says in the foreword: 
“The favorite method of settling interna- 
tional arguments looks downright unattrac- 
tive when viewed through these pages.” It 
is too bad that war books are still in the 
doldrums, Judging by World War I litera- 
ture, it will be almost 10 vears before war 
books become popular, That's too long a 
time for these days.

Decadence, Proust to Faulkner 


THE NOVEL AND THE WORLD DILEMMA. by Edwin 
Henry Burgum. (Oxford University Press, New York.) 
Prof. Burgum tackles the problem of 

a literature of decadence or of literature 
in a period of decadence. The first essay 
presents reasons for the predominance of 
prose in our century, a matter of concern 
because the failure of poetry may fore 
shadow a decline in serious prose fiction. 

“We are caught,” he writes, “between 
two worlds, one dying, the other seeking 
to be born. In the conflict between the 
two, the common basis for poetry has 
disappeared.” This “common basis,” in 
values for human conduct and relation- 
ships, is also lacking in many of the works 
of our most intellectual prose writers, as 
Burgum proceeds to indicate. 

The authors whose works form the basis 
of these critical discussions range from 
Proust and Joyce to Faulkner and Richard 
Wright and include such diverse figures 
as Kafka, Gertrude Stein, Saroyan and 
Thomas Wolfe. These and the other writ- 
ers not listed here are important to the 
thesis which this book: presents, , because 
they display a concern with the social di- 
lemma which confronts the world today. 

Despite the preponderance of decadent 
themes among the chief contemporary 
writers, there is hope, according to Bur- 
gum, in such novels as “Man's Fate.” by 
Malraux, and “The Grapes of Wrath*’ by 
Steinbeck. This hope rests upon eventual 
acceptance of an optimistic sociology, 
which in turn appears to derive from a 
true understanding of democracy.

Membership Total Announced 
as Business Sessions Open at 
Centennial in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, July 21 (AP) — 
Growth of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Synod of Missouri, Ohio 
and other states to a membership 
of 1,564,000 was reported today by 
Dr, J. W. Behnken, president of 
the Synod.

GROVES DENIES 
ANY OPPOSITION 
10 ATOM BODY 


Tried to ‘Discredit’ 
Civilian Commission 


False. 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves denied 
officially and angrily today what 
he called insinuations that he has 
sought to “discredit” the civilian- 
controlled Atomic Energy Com- 
mission headed by David E. 
Lilienthal. 

In a statement-released through 
the War Department, the officer 
who directed the development and 
production of atomic bombs until 
the Army’s Manhattan Project 
wa taken over by the commis- 
sion last Jan, 1, said Secretary of 
War Patterson had “expressed the 
desire that I issue a statement 
with respect to some matters re- 
cently discussed in the press.” 

Groves asserted that (a) “er- 
roneous reports have been widely 
circulated the past few days con- 
cerning my position on atomic en- 
ergy matters” (b) several of 
these “insinuated that I have en- 
couraged a campaign to discredit 
the administration” of the com’ 
mission, and (c) “all such reports 
and innuendoes are absolutefy un- 
true.” To this the general added 
the flat statement: 

“I am not, nor have I ever been, 


‘a party to any effort calculated 


to place the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission in an unfavorable light in 
the eyes of the American public.” 

Groves also appended two fur- 
ther assertions: 

1, Before the first bomb was 
used in the summer of 1945 he 
advised former Secretary of War 
Stimson and the then chief of 
staff, George C. Marshall, that 
he favored prompt legislation 
“which would remove atomic 
energy from the control of the 
War Department.” 

2. In testimony before a ®in- 
gressional committee in Febru- 
ary, 1946, “I stated that I had 
never sought or aspired to any 
appointment on or under any 
proposed atomic energy commis- 
sion” and in later hearings said 
“IT would no longer willingly 
serve in any such capacity.” 
Those, Groves said today, “are 
still my views.” 

Some recently published news- 
paper articles and columns have 
mentioned Groves’ name in con- 
nection with discussions of re- 
ported leaks of secret data on the 
atomic bomb, including alleged 
thefts of photographs from Gov- 
ernment files. 

In a column in the Post-Dispatch 
July 16 Marquis Childs wrote that 
“the belief is growing that Gen. 
Groves has encouraged” a cam- 
paign to discredit the commission. 

There have been reports, which 
neither commission members nor 
War Department officials will 
confirm, that the Atomic Energy 
Commission made direct repre- 
sentations to Patterson early last 
week,

onto the blacked out stage of 
a New York nightclub. Nervously, 
she waited while a violin sang the 
opening strains of “Parlez-moi 
d’Amour.” Then the _ spotlight 
picked her up and in her husky 
voice, Mme, Boyer once more 
sang the song that had made her 
famous in the United States more 
than 10 years before. While the 
sophisticated audience cheered 
like baseball fans over a home 
run, Mme. Boyer regained her old 
confidence. She sang a couple of 
French torch songs, tore her hair = 
in imagined despair over a lost 
lover, went through the motions 
of strangling herself in another 
song and crowned her perform- 
ance by dropping to the floor 
after a song in which she told of 
a woman who had taken poison to 
ease the agony of a broken heart. 


New York night club patrons 
were enchanted and Mme. Boyer 
was “very happy.” After the years 
in which her voice was silenced 
during the German occupation of 
France, she had found that sne 
could still hold hard-to-please New 
York night club audiences for a 
solid hour with her voice, show- 
manship and glamour. . 

Now heading the bill here in St. 
Louis at the Park Plaza’s Crystal 
Terrace, Mme. Boyer is repeating 
locally her New York success. 
Nightl- she varies her perform- 
ance with such numbers ae “Mon 
Coeur Est Un Violon,” “La Dame 
Du Bar,” “Let Petit Vin Blanc,” 
‘est Mon Quartier” and “Un Air 
D’Accordeon.” But always in her 
program is ineluded “Parlez-moi 
d’Amour,” the song she introduced 
to Paris and made famous 
throughout the world, | 

Over a froon-day steak and 
French fried potatoes—she stil] re- 
members the food shortages of the 
French war years—Mme, Boyer 
told this reporter of her activities 
in France with the Magquis. As 
members of this secret organiza- 
tion, Mme. Boyer and her husband, 
Jacques Meals, worked with a 
group of patriotic Frenchmen who 
helped French and American fly- 
ers to escape from. occupied 
France. They received and trans- 
mitted letters and messages from 
various groups of Magquis and fi- 
nally, after the Germans took over 
their villa on the outskirts of 
Paris, moved to the south of 
France. Peals eventually spent 
two years in a German prison 
camp and Mme, Boyer, just before 
the Allied invasion was arrested 
by the Gestapo for injecting a few 
bars of the “Marseilles” into a

“It all happened just before the 
Allied invasion,” Mme. Boyer re- 
lated in her halting English, “I 
had been in prison only about two 
weeks, when a girl from Alsace, 
who spoke German and who was 
trusted by the Germans, came to 
me and said that she would leave 
open the door of my cell at a cer- 
tain hour.of the day. She told me 
that she was doing it because of 
my 5-year-old daughter, that her 
action was that of one mother’s 
heart for another. And so I 
escaped and ever since I have 
tried to find that girl. But we 
think that she no longer lives. 
Soon that prison was blown up by 
the Maquis and perhaps she per- 
ished. If she lives, I hope some 
day to find her and repay her for 
saving my life.” 

Unlike many French entertain- 
ers who succumbed to German 
pressure and cash promises, Mme. 
Boyer steadfastly throughout the 
war refused to sing for German 
troops. At one time the Germans 
offered her 150,000 francs a day 
for three months to sing in Ber- 
lin music halls. It was a prodigi- 


ous sum, but Mme. Boyer protest- 
ed that her voice had “gone” and 
that she would not insult the Ger- 
man people with anything less 
than what had once made her the 
rage of Paris, the Continent and 
the United States.

ORN in Paris, the daughter 
B of a machinist, Lucienne Boyer 

spent the early years of her 
life as a bundle wrapper in a Paris 
department store, She wished fora 
theatrical career, but. the nearest 
approach she could make to it was 
as secretary to the manager of a 
Paris theater.

Refinishing Fibre Rugs.

Still Don't Know Who Rubbed Out Bugsy 


Nobody ‘Singing’ on Beverly Hills Crime Front—Virginia Hill, in Paris, Is Vague

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif., July 21 
N the dim corridors of the un- 
| aerworta haunted by Benjamin 
(Bugsy) Siegel and other shady 
characters of New York’s odorous 
Hell's Kitchen, the boys on the 
lam have a quaint saying: 

“Throw a lucky seven but al- 
Ways remember—it’s only six fur- 
longs from the runout padelock to 
the rubout p@t.” 

Benny the Bug made a ghastly 
mistake. He thought he could 
keep rolling the sevens. Thus, 
self-mesmerized, he sat down on a 
flowered divan in the Moorish 
mansion of Miss Virginia Hill and 
forgot all about the rubout. A 
man such as Benny the Bug, well- 
versed in the intricacies of Mur- 
der, Inc., should have known 
better. 

It was a perfect set-up for the 
torpedoes. Here was Bugsy, fresh 
from his Nevada gambling casino, 
literally begging for it. It was mid- 
night. The lights were on, The 
drapes were not drawn. Benny the 
Bug had come all the way from 
Las Vegas to get a haircut. He 
was fastidious that way. And now 
he was happily relaxed under a 
bright reading-lamp in Miss Hill's 
audy drawing-room, Unbeliev- 
able—but too good to miss, 

Outside, in the friendly sha- 
dows, the triggerman was quite 
methodical. He studied Siegel's 
well-clad anatomy for some time. 
Then he_ steadied his trusty 
blunderbuss on the latticed per- 
gola and completed his midnight 
mission in Beverly. He shot out 
Mr. Siegel’s eyes, with neatness 
and dispatch, then silently stole 
away. Shortly thereafter Bugsy re- 
clined on a slab in the county 
morgue. A tag was tied on his 
big toe. Scrawled on the tag was 
the coroner’s summation of Bugsy: 


“B. Siegel, Beverly Hills, 20.” 


What a brief epitaph for such a 
noted personage. But just who 
was Bugsy Siegel? Who is Vir- 
ginia Hill? Why was Mr. Siegel 
lolling in her pretentious menage 
while she was tossing gay parties 
in France? Who rubbed out Mr. 
Siegel—and why? 

Well, the cold, cold gentleman 
with the unprosaic tag on his toe 
was quite a character — even 
though he was dumb enough to 
squat facing an uncurtained win- 
dow at midnight. Police operative 
and the FBI all over the country 
have exhaustive dossiers on Siegel. 
That picture was pretty dark. His 
name has been linked with virtu- 
ally every paying racket at home 
and abroad. Yet Bugsy, by hook 
or crook, managed to keep out of 
jail; most of the time, that is. 
He had been in jail—and scandal 
followed, He lived like a prince, 
had his New York cuts sent in 
from the outside, was permitted 
to visit his dentist and finally 
caused the ousting of his jailer 
and the jail physician, It was the 
old gravy train. That was the 
way Benny the Bug operated. 

Bugsy blew into California’s 
Gold Coast about 10 years ago. 
Despite his unsavory reputation 
he was the kind of guy a great 
many people liked. We used to see 
him in the Beverly night spots and 
along Sunset Strip. Here the 
bloody and bloodless battles of 
celluloid herves are fought—and 
here Bugsy and his bosom pal, 
Allen Smiley, hobnobbed with the 
elite. Tonight it might be George 
Raft. Tofhorrow night, Countess 
di Frasso. The next night, Vir- 
ginia Hill, the little-known actress 
but the well-known spender. 
Where Miss Hill got her money 
is a mystery Hollywood found 
more baffling than the gold-mine 
myths of Death Valley Scotty. 
Miss Hill herself is reported as 
saying: “My lawyers tell me it’s 
pouring in so fast I can’t begin 
to spend it.” 

Miss Hill, interviewed by press 
association reporters in Paris, ad- 
mitted she had wrangled with 
Bugsy shortly before his untimely 
passing. “Who shot him? I 
haven’t the faintest idea. The last

time I saw him we quarreled. He 
was working hard—wanted to join 
my dinner party while wearing a 
dirty white shirt, He barked at 
me.

Why, she packed her bags and 

W séopuiied out. She left Bug- 
sy in his $6,000,000 Flamingo casi- 
no and headed east. From Chicago 
she telephoned goodby “I never 
heard from him after that. There 


was no mistress business involved, ~— 


If he had a mistress it was that 
Las Vegas casino. He was killing 
himself trying to put it in shape.” 

Miss Hill’s brother, who wag in 
the Moorish’ mansion the night 
Bugsy was eliminated, denied to 
police that . . sister was or is an 
heiress. “I don’t know where she 
got it but she always had plenty 
of money. She tossed it around 
like chickenfeed.” Did Miss Hill 
also have an exclusive home in 
Florida? Oh, yes, quite a place. 
Was she acquainted with Joe Ado- 
nis, New York gambler? Well, 
said young Mr. Hill, she had in- 
troduced him to Mr. Adonis about 
three years ago. But, for that 
matter, she had introduced him 
to other people, too—and that was 
that. 

Police were not quite sure just 
when Misg Hill fell in with Bugsy 
or why they fell out. Miss Hill 
isn’t saying and Bugsy can’t say.

Siegel, said she knew little or 
nothing about the business affairs 
of Siegel. Police called this a 
gem of understatement.

South ruffed and apparently with 
the idea that he could lead high 
clubs without great danger, laid 
down the ace, king and queen, get- 
ting rid of one spade from dummy 
and intending of course, to dis- 
card another. West feelingly 
interfered with this optimistic 
plan, however, ruffing the third 
round of clubs with the five of 
trumps. *Declarer, of course, had 
to over-ruff with dummy’s king, 
and the second spade discard 
could not be made from dummy. 
Since only the 32 of diamonds 
were left on the board, there was 
no hope of shutting out two spade 
losers. Thus, the ambitious slam 
was down one. 

South failed to capitalize the 
perfect position of cards present 
in the defender’s hands. His one 
chance was to draw exactly two 
rounds of trumps, then, in the 
hope that the player who had the 
missing trump would also have to 
follow four rounds of: clubs, start 
to run off the club suit. Since 
East, who had the three trumps, 
also had four clubs, declarer thus 
would have been able to get rid 
of dummy’s three spades, which 
would have permitted him to ruff 
a spade for the twelfth trick. 

Cards do not often lie @s well 
as this, and when they do, it is a 
declarer’s duty to take full ad- 
vantage of the situation.

REPARING a satisfying “cold 
P platter” requires keeping sev- 

era] things in mind. 
the combination of food must be 
planned, bought, prepared and 
chilled two or three hours ahead 
of time. Such an arangement 
should supply a large part of the 
nutrients — the necessary protein, 
carbohydrates, minerals and vita- 
mins for the meal. The foods 
should be as fresh and delicious 
as possible. They should be ar- 


ranged attractively and so quickly 
that the cold food won't have 
time to warm up and above all 
won’t have a “labored over,” tired 
appearance. To avoid this dan- 
ger, the inexperienced should work 
out on paper how they will over- 
lap cold cuts and sliced cheese 
and place them in relation to cu- 
cumber, tomatoes, salad, deviled 
egs, etc., to produce a pretty pic- 
ure. When the time comes to 
produce the platter, the food can 
be grouped so fast that it will 
stay cold and have that needed 
“fresh-as-a-daisy” air. 
Potato Salad. 
(With Cream Cheese.) 


Three pounds boiling potatoes 
(10 to 12 medium) unpeeled, three 
tablespoons vinegar, one-third cup 
French dressing, one teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons grated onion, 
three ounces (one package) cream 
cheese, one-half cup mayonnaise, 
three hard-cooked eggs: (sliced). 

Boil potatoes’ unpeeled in enough 
water to cover, adding one tea- 
spoon salt to each quart of water. 
Cook only until barely done. 
Drain, cool and peel, then slice 
one-eighth inch thick into large 
mixing bowl. Combine vinegar, 
French dressing and salt, pour 
over potatoes, toss lightly to- 
gether, cover and marinate at least 
30 minutes in refrigerator or at 
room temperature. as preferred. 
Blend onion with cream cheese, 
then gradually add’ mayonnaise, 
beating to a smooth consistency. 
| Add to potato mixture with two of 
the eggs and toss gently but 
thoroughly. Cover and place in 
refrigerator to mellow and chill 
for at least two hours. Garnish 
with slices of remaining eggs and 
serve from bowl. Eight to 12 serv- | 
ings,
